All but a few of our merchants gave 
their support to Our Town in the way 
of a generous advertisement in both 
of our special issues, ami now they 
tell us that they were well rewarded; 
that they had a larged Christmas 
business than ever before. Of course, 
we do not claim that Our Town had 
all to do with this condition, yet we 
know that our advertisements are 
read, for, in one instance, one of our 
good residents said that he did all of 
his holiday grocery shopping in Xar- 
berth, where, heretofore, he always 
patronized the city stores. And he 
.said that Our Town's advertisements 
of last week (and particularly one ad- 
vertisement) appealed to him suffi- 
ciently to prompt him to make the 
change and buy at bis home store. 

One or two of our merchants who 
depend on our borough for a living, 
and who solicit the support of our 
residents, told us that our paper, as ( 
an advertising medium, did not appeal 
to him. that, he hadn't any money to 
spend for advertising his wares in our 
paper. He would not even spend one 
cent to help along the cause of this 
paper— your paper. He wants our 
community to help him, but. he is not 
willing to help the community in its 
cause. Patronize the advertisers of 
Our Town, for they are helping to 
support your paper.

rying citizens. Just imagine 200 peo- 
ple struggling to get into a space not 
more than 22.*i square i'cet at one time, 
each eager to be waited on as quickly 
as possible! It will not take a tacti- 
cian to ligure out that dire confusion 
will ensue. J low long! oh, bow long! 
must Xarberth stand for such condi- 
l tions? 

Is it any wonder that Xarberth has 
the champion football club on the 
Main Line? Why should it not have? 
Do not the boys iret plenty of prac- 
tice dodging the crowd in going in and 
out of its post office? They, no doubt, 
acquire their rapid evolutions in the 
post office looking* for mail, thereby 
eliminating to a groat extent, actual 
training. 

There have boon sundry complaints 
regarding the limited space at the 
post office, but as yet they have 
brought no relief or response. Why 
not have a dozen of the leading citi- 
zens of the borough assemble, draw 
up a. petition praying for relief from 
these congested conditions, have it 
passed around to every citizen of the 
borough for signature, and then for- 
ward it to the Post Office Department 
at Washington? Surely, Hie entire 
population of Xarberth will welcome 
such a movement, and unanimously 
sign to relieve the borough of this 
ramshackle, unhealthy and insanitary 
building called a post office (?) which 
is a standing disgrace to a wide- 
awake and progressive borough like 
Xarberth. and a menace to health. 

The writer cheerfully offers bis 
service three hours a day to obtain 
signatures if a committee of promi- 
nent citizens could be induced to 
start the petition. 

With increased receipts, due to par- 
cel post and growing population, the 
time is propitious for a new post of- 
fice bulding, or better and more com- 
modious quarters for the accommoda- 
tion of the public.

To the Kditor "Our Town." 

In answer to your request for some 
statement; regarding my attempt to 
handle the Parcels Post matter dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays with au- 
tomobile service, would say that I 
naturally expected a heavy business 
and planned to give the people of 
our town a practical demonstration 
of the kind of service they should 
have at all times.

Editor of Our Town: 

In view of the fact that one of your 
readers, living "somewhere in Nar- 
berth" — that was as near as I could 
get to the identity of the inquirer, 
who was evidently too shy, or some- 
thing, to give a name — called me on 
the telephone Christmas night to tell 
me that "they thought that last line 
in the poem you printed in Our Town 
was very sacrilegious,'' it has oc- 
curred to me that possibly there may 
be one or two more people in our bor- 
ough who also feel offended by that 
same line, "Why you're most as fool- 
ish, Henry, as that Dreamer, Jesus 
Christ." And as an offense of any 
kind was farthest from my mind, 
while actual "peace on earth, gpod 
will toward men," was nearest to my 
heart, perhaps a few paragraphs of 
explanation will not be amiss. 

Suppose we start like this: Once 
upon a time there was a man named 
John F. Genung, who was professor 
of rhetoric in Amherst College, and 
had a I Mi. I), from Leipsic, which city, 
I am told by well-informed folks, is 
the home of a. celebrated university. 
This man Genung, Ph. IX, wrote a 
book called "The Practical Elements 
of Rhetoric." At the beginning of 
Chapter Three the careful reader will 
find these words, "Figures of Speech," 
and at the beginning of the first para- 
graph this sentence: ^DEFINITION— 
A iigure of speech is an INTENTION- 
AL deviation from the plain and ordi- 
nary mode of speaking', for the sake 
of greater effect." And, lo and be- 
hold! a little further on in the same 
chapter comes this REVOLUTION- 
ARY, not to say startling, paragraph: 

"IRONY — This figure expresses the 
contrary of what is meant, there be- 
ing something in the tone or manner 
to show the speaker's (*) real drift. 
The strength of the figure consists in 
its being so unanswerable that no 
doubt can exist of the falsity of what 
it assumes as true." 

(*\Ve presume Mr. Genung extends 
the same courtesy to writers.) 

Now then, it is but a step or two 
from Mr. Genung's handy little book 
to the editorial page of the October 1G 
issue of the Saturday Evening Post. 
The first editorial is entitled "Sermon 
and Comment," and after it points to 
the fact that "at the birth of Christ 
the standing armies of the Roman Em- 
pire numbered about three hundred 
thousand men," and that that army 
was big enough to control practically 
the whole civilized world of that time; 
and then traces, briefly, the history of 
the development of world's armed 
forces, ii concludes with these words: 

" * * * And Europe's standing 
armies had risen to more than two 
and a half million men — to go on 
augmenting steadily tip to the grand 
Christian climax of this year of grace, 
in which we see something like thirty 
million men in arms. I 

"That is our comment on the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. Augustus is not 
credited with a sense of humor; but 
we suppose his shade grins now and 
then." 

So you see, friends, there might 
even have been some excuse for the 
writer of those verses about "Dream- 
ers,"' refusing to take advantage of 
Mr. Genung's well-known "Figures of 
Speech," and referring to the "Dream" 
of the Golden Rule, in all sincerity, as 
plain, downright foolishness. Surely 
the great bulk of the news of to-day 
is not calculated to strengthen any 
one's belief in "Thy Kingdom come, 
on earth as it is in Heaven." It takes 
a Dreamer in the truest sense of the 
word to see beyond to-day and many 
to-morrows to the Dawn of a Newer 
and Better To-morrow. 

But the writer of the verses in ques- 
tion — his name is Rex Lampman, and 
his address is the Oregon Daily Jour- 
nal, Portland, Oregon, if you care to 
write him personally — is one of those 
rare Dreamers himself, and looking 
ahead to that Better Bay, and at the 
same time taking advantage of Mr. 
Genung's IRONY, he wrote that line, 
"Why you're most as foolish, Henry, 
as that Dreamer, Jesus Christ." And 
he hoped, no doubt, that here and 
there he might find a reader who 
would not regard him as sacrilegious, 
and even go so far as to say "Yes, I, 
too, have faith in the final success of 
the Dreamers of the Brotherhood of 
Man." 

And now let us close with one verse 
from Brother Berton Braley's "The 
Pioneers": 

"They're the * utterly foolish dream- 
ers/ 

Who dream of a better day; 
They're not the plotters and schemers
